Victoria, B. C., Dec. 23.—Surrounded 
b y a school of ravenous sharks, which 
had devoured the captain and all the 
others of the crew, Theodore Ander­ 
son clung to the wreck of the pearling 
lugger Hugh Norman without food or 
sleep for nearly six days 
During this 
time the derelict was drifting off the 
west coast of Australia, in waters LL- 
|tie frequented b y vessels and \v!|I» 
rescue practically hopeless 
The Norman, a pearling lugger of 
29 0 tons, was sailing down the west­ 
ern Australian coast from Broome to 
Freemantle when she was caught in 
a gale and, b eing in strange water« , 
struck on a reef. 
In the face of the 
terrific wind her condition was thought 
hopeless and the cutter was launched 
All the men, whh the exception of the 
captain and Anderson, b oarded 
the 
small b oat, which was swamped with­ 
in fifteen minutes.
